laway said that Georgia, to pros 
per, must put less emphasis on 
such annua! soil depleting crops 
as cotton, corn and peanuts and 
turn more to food and perennial! 
crops, such as pastures and timber. 

“Food is the big thing,” he said, 
adding, however, that if Georgia 
farmers are going to raise more 


foods they will have to have more’ 


processing plants in the state. 

The farmers are caught in “a 
vicious circle,” he went on, be- 
cause greater production cannot 
be obtained without adequate 
processing facilities and vice versa 
development of processing plants 
is possible only if adequate pro 
duction is assured. 

“Somebody Must Pioneer.” 

He asserted that “somebody 
must pioneer in the processing in 
Georgia” and urged “sound fi- 
nancing” by private interests, say- 
ing that government §subsidsies 
make “a weak people.’ 

As chairman of the agricultura! 
committee of the Board of Re- 
gents, Callaway said the state ex: 
periment stations should confine 
their research to “those things 
which have particularly to do with 
Georgia” and that the state agri- 
cultural colleges should practice 
the live-at-home doctrine they 
preach. 

At the Abraham Baldwin Col- 
lege at Tifton, where students can, 
dehydrate and quick-freeze their 
food, this is already being done, 
he said, and arrangements are be- 
ing made for a similar program at 
Athens. He added that the pro- 
gram at Athens probably could 
feed the University of Ceorgia 
and possibly Georgia Tech.

Dr. Foster, 72, 


Presbyterian 
Leader, Dies 


Funeral Services Today 
for Prominent 


Educator. 


Dr. John Shaw Foster, professor 
emeritus of homiletics and prac- 


tical theology at Columbia Theo- 


logical Seminary, Decatur, and 
well-known southern Presbyterian 
leader, died yesterday morning in 
a private hospital. He was 72 
years of age. 

Dr. Foster, who had served pas- 
torates in Winston-Salem, N. C.: 
Birmingham, Ala.; Petersburg. Va.: 
Senatoba, Miss.: Franklin, Tenn... 
and Anderson, S. C.. was on the 
executive committee of the Pres- 
byterian Home Mission Board for 
more than 27 years. 

He joined the staff of the Co- 
lumbia Seminary in 1936 and re- 
tired last year. 

Formerly he served as chairman 
of the assembly’s systematic be- 
neficence committee and modera- 
tor of the synod of North Carolina. 
He was a member of Pi Kappa 
Alpha, the Masonic order and the 
Civitan Club. 

Survivors include his wife, the 
former Miss Bessie Goss: three 
daughters, Mrs, William L. Harsh. 
of Birmingham, Ala.; Mrs. George 
W. Speer and Mrs. Stark B. Sul- 
livan, both of Anderson, S. C., and 
a son, John Foster Jr., of Winston- 
Salem, N. C. 

Funeral services will be held at 
11 a: m. today at the chapel of the 
Columbia Theological Seminary.

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The Mine Wage Decision 

The War Labor Board's ruling in the dispute 
between the United Mine Workers and the 
operators of soft coal mines appears to be a 
fair and impartial finding. 

While refusing the union demand for a $2- 
a-Gay-wage increase, the board granted other 
concessions which will, in practice, represent 
increased compensation of approximately $1 
per day. It ruled, for instance, that the opera- 
tors must furnish certain necessary equipment 
which hitherto the miners have had to pay for 
and it ordered the operators to negotiate with 
the union on pay for that time spent in travel 
between the pit mouth and the actual place of 
work. 

The fact that collective bargaining is order- 
ed is pleasing to the union, one spokesman say- 
ing this provision is “what the miners have 
been contending for all along.” 

Of course the big question that remains is 
whether or not John L. Lewis, president of the 
UMW, will accept the dec.sion. Present indi- 
cations are he will. 

If the decision is accepted, if the miners 
continue working after the end of the present 
truce—on May 3l—comes, one more serious 
threat to the nation’s war effort will be averted. 
For stoppage of coal mining would quickly 
hamstring war production on which all possible 
victory depends. 

It is, however, sad commentary upon lack 
of understanding and failure of patriotism that, 
on the very day when the coal strike threat 
appears removed, tens of thousands of union 
workers in the nation’s rubber factories should 
go on strike. 

The entire story of labor troubles and work 
stoppages in this country since Pearl Harbor 
is tragic commentary on lack of national unity 
and on the utter failure of large groups of 
people to understand the peril we face. 

While tens of thousands of essential war 
workers place personal gain ahead of national 
Survival, or at least while they permit 
umscrupulous leaders to use the national peril 
as a lever for union advantage, no man can 
truthfully say the nation is fighting Hitler, 
Hirohito, et al, as it could and would _fight 
were all its citizens imbued with the spirit of 
patriotism they should possess.

Agreement at Last! 

The senate-house conference committee on 
pay-as-you-go income taxes has finally ap- 
proved a compromise plan. Committee approval 
makes final passage in both houses virtually 
certain. 

Thus, after four months of wrangling, the 
lawmakers on Capitol Hill have brought forth 
a method of shifting income taxes onto a 
current basis. The compromise plan accepts 
about 75 per cent of the original Rum] plan 
and will enable all personal taxpayers to get 
on current payment without too great finan- 
cia] strain. 

In fact it is probable the actual money 
outiay will not be increased for anyone. For 
it is expected the ne® law will result in 
freezing present tax rates for some time to 
come. Thus the added payment called for will 
probably not be greater than would have been 
necessitated under the olc system if rates had 
been raised to help supply that additional] 
$16,000,000,000 in revenue the government needs 
for the war. 

The Treasury, which bitterly opposed ‘the 
Rum! plan on the mistaken thesis that “for- 
giveness” of uncollected taxes—not collectible 
until the following year—constituted a “loss” 
to the Treasury, will now discover that the 
pay-as-you-go system, by making delinquency 
impossible, will increase actual revenue by 
several billion dollars. 

It has taken the congress four months to 
arrive at this compromise plan. It is for- 
tunate that, when congress first instituted 
the income tax, in 1913, it provided for com- 
putation of 1913 payments on 1912 incomes. 
If it had, as it could easily have done, provided 
that 1913 payments be computed on 1903 


incomes, it would now, presumably, have taken 

congress 40 months to decide how much So- 

called “forgiveness” of ten years taxes should 
be permitted.

According to figures released by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, Greater Atlanta’s population 
has increased more than 30,000 above the 1940 
census figures and the end is not yet in sight. 
Certain and possible_new projects destined to 
come here in a short time, would bring some 
5,000 new families here, according to the 
chamber’s industrial bureau. 


Nor does this take into account new fam- 
ilies who will come to nearby Marietta when 
the Bell Bomber plant is in full operation. The 
Chamber figures apply only to Fulton and 
DeKalb counties. 

Yet it cannot be said this city is experienc- 
ing serious war-induced congestion, when com- 
pared to many other communities. Though 
there are some 90,000 war workers in Greater 
Atlanta, the city’s population growth has not 
been too rapid for comfortable absorption. 
There may be, there are, few vacant residences 
here today. Other facilities may be fully used. 

But the fact remains Atlanta has, as yet, 
known no real emergency. Careful staggering 
of work hours has enabled the local transporta- 
tion system to meet all demands. Restaurants, 


though crowded at noon, are able to feed all. 


Schools can yet accommodate the 
children of newcomers as well as those of older 
residents. 

But the downtown streets are becoming 
more congested with pedestrians and the care- 
ful observer can see other evidences of the 
growing population.

FACTS AVAILABLE Likewise the Bureau of the Budget 
prints a special document that is avail- 

able to anyone, giving figures on all governmental expenditures. 

The house and senate appropriations committees do the same thing 

in a little different way. 

It is true there are more than a hundred bureaus and agencies 
revolving around the federal governmental machine in Washington. 
Many or most of them have been creations of the past few years. 
They have sprung up so fast it is difficult to keep track of them. 
Some of them are necessarily overlapping, for the reason that dif- 
ferent departments will have collateral functions—like Army and 


Navy procurement, for example. 

VAST OPERATIONS _ But the great over-all thing which the 
critics seem unable to understand is 

that the government of the United States has, as a result of the 

war in which we are engaged, grown from a six or seven-billion- 

dollar-a-year operation to one that now involves an expenditure of 

more than 100 billion dollars a year. 

To appreciate what that means, we are now spending more 
than twice what the national income from all private business was 
a few years ago. It necessarily takes a vast organization to do that. 
None of the agencies could be dispensed with. No one with any 
mental competency has yet proposed as much. The critics content 
themselves with a denunciation of the whole vital scheme without 
saying how the functions would be carried on otherwise. 

The blanket indictment of bureaucracy is laid down against 
everything. Never is there a bill of particulars. It is like de- 
nouncing the New Deal collectively and then admitting that none 
of the New Deal reforms can be dispensed with individually. 


WHAT CRITICS LACK What the critics of bureaucracy are 
lacking in is a proper sense of pro- 
portion. They have a complete misconception of the element of 
timeliness, of emergency, expediency, and the other functions 
entering into a death struggle between powerful nations. 
Granting that there is this lost motion in our governmental 
machine, it is also true that, measured by the proper standards, 
the administration is doing a marvelous job. The thing that counts 
is results. Nothing else matters in time of war. No one can dis- 
count the effectiveness of the results we have attained thus far.

how to can food, Mr. Cason Callaway, a well-known dirt farmer 
from Blue Springs, was in Atlanta holding up 
a warning finger. 

He was saying that unless Georgla produces 
more food, processes more food, and cans more 
food there may be some hungry citizens “withe 
in the next two years.” 

Mr. Callaway wants to see the farmers 
produce more food. He also hopes for ad- 
tional freezing units, dehydrating plants and a 
few more canning units. 

It was quite a program, under the sponsor- 
ship of the State Agricultural Council, with 
Governor Ellis: Arnall, Commissioner of Agrie 
culture Tom Linder, and Mr. Robert Stricke 
land, of the Trust Company of Georgia, on the 
program. 

Governor Arnall said Georgia had too many 
poor farmers who needed financing and direc- 
tion. He said there were others who only 
needed encouragement to do more. He urged 

study and practical application in the fields. 

Mr. Strickland said he was sure the banks of Georgia would be 
willing to finance the erection of new plants and freezing units in 
the state. I will say this for Mr. Strickland, he doesn’t merely 
talk help, he has gone out and worked at trying to get things 
started. He has made some progress, too. Some small-town banks 
have gone ahead with plans for credit on a basis the farmer can 
meet.

One trouble with our farming has been lack of credit. 

That still is a problem. Credit is based almost entirely on 
cotton. 

It isn’t easy to put up a dehydrator plant without credit. In 
fact, a community freezing locker would tax the credit of not one 
but a considerable number of average farmers. The one-family 
freezing locker, even if available, would be far beyond the reach 
of most farmers, since it costs more than the average income of 
many farmers. They don’t come easily. 

So, credit is necessary. Credit always has been necessary and 
we haven’t had a good system of farm credit. If we had had it 
we would not have had the Federal Land Bank and other agencies 
of credit. They came about, not through politics, but because 
there was a need for them. 

It would be thought that the average group, controlling credit, 
would see that it is just as important—in’a system of free entere- 
prise—that they put up freezing units as it was to put up the 
cotton gins years ago. 

This state is making almost unbelievable strides in its cattle 
production. It could, if these were times of peace instead of 
times of war, just about produce all its’ beef supply. Ten years 
ago we were importing more than half of it. We are the seventh 
state in the union in pork production. 

Yet in a majority of the counties of the state, those who control 
credit are taking few steps, if any, fo see that this sort of increase 
is applied to their counties. 

Mr. Strickland is not exactly crying in the wilderness. He 
is finding more and more to listen to him. But the progress made 


still is discouraging. 


. All of which brings me up to the FSA, the Farm 
THE Fea Security Administration. It has been, and is, a 
godsend to the south. It is especially a godsend to Georgia, 
where it has been well-administered, always excepting the inevi- 
table few mistakes. (Its critics make much of a few errors, keep 
mum about its great successes.) , 

There is not a congressional district in Georgia which has not 
received several millions of cash dollars from this organization. 

It supplies aid only to those farmers who, through the pinch and 
squeeze of poor help, lack of knowledge of marketing and farm 
practices, have failed. It has two features, the farm purchase act 
and the rehabilitation provision. Both have demonstrated they 
can be made to work. 

Without stopping to find the exact figures, I would say that 
an average of 500 small farmers have been put back on their own 
land in each congressional district in the, state. Hundreds’ more 
have been given a written lease. 7

Let us go further in being fair and say that his type credit is 
not a matter for banks.

Let us be fair and say that the increase in food production from 
the Farm Security Administration clients alone has been astound- 
ing. In Georgia alone it has meant an increase of more than 
2,000,000 gallons in milk, more than 2,000,000 pounds of poultry, 
and so on through the list of foods. 

Stripped of whatever few faults it may have, involving more 
than.one-tenth of one per cent of its clients, it would seem to be 
a large part of the answer to what Mr. Callaway, Governor Arnall 
and Mr. Strickland were talking about. Not all of it, by any means, 
but a large part of it. ; 

All three were entirely and painfully correct. But finding the 
answer is a mosaic. A strong FSA must be a part of it. -

Doesn't Know How

A few weeks ago a boy named Wilbur, 16 years old, com- 
mitted a crime that made first page headlines. 

Wilbur had been out of school for several years. He had worked 
briefly at several jobs, but had been fired each time for not trying. 
He was dirty and sloppily dressed and indifferent to his appear- 
ance. He sometimes stole things to get cigaret money, but usually 
he picked up butts. He read nothing except the so-calle@ comics; 
he wasn’t interested in games; he spent his time loafing on the 
street. There was no place, not even in his stepfather’s home, 
where he felt welcome. He was afraid of men, and bullied smaller 
boys to get even. 

There are thousands of poor boys like him in America. What 
is to be done about them? People may answer, “It is none of our 
business.” Would they say that about an epidemic of typhoid 
across the tracks? They may have said it about Wilbur a few 
weeks ago; but he is their business now, for they must pay taxes 
to support him from now. 

When society—meaning all of us—is held responsible for “juve- 
nile delinquency,” it is customary to answer that our social system 
is based on the family and children should be trained in the home. 

The answer to that is that Wilbur was trained at home. He

My 
advice is that no one should take 
the temperature in any circum- 
stance unless specifically instruct- 
ed to do so by the physician.

Last time the question 
was raised here a woman who 
owns one informed me that Il 
lacked the experience to offer 
such impudent advice; while she, 
having had a whole year of nurse 
training in a hospital before her 
marriage, knew jjust how impor.

Since then I have 
been diffident about it, as befits 
a plodding door-to-door practi- 
tioner. 

Any doctor who is worth any- 
thing away from his gadgets 
should be able to recognize by 
looking at the patient, touching, 
observing the breathing and pulse, 
whether the patent has fever, at 
least in an acute illness. In chron- 
ic conditions, if it is necessary for 
the doctor to know whether there 
is fever present at a_ particular 
time the doctor can instruct the 
patient or the attendant as 
measuring and recording the tem- 
perature.

Uncle Sam’s nutritionists, who 
know exactly what the home 
maker is up against in these days 
of food shortages, have come out 
with an easy plan for balancing 
the three meals a day. 


They have divided the foods that | 


are the richest sources of the es- 
sentials into seven groups and 
merely by choosing one food from 
each group you are sure of ade- 


are the seven essential groups. 


1. Green and yellow vegetables. | 


The rule is to have uw green or a 
yellow vegetable every day. This 
should be no trouble for there are 
some 25 green and at least five 
yellow vegetables to choose from. 
All the greens are good, but the 
darker and greener the leaves, the 
better. The yeHow vegetables in- 
clude carrots, sweet. potatoes, 
squash, pumpkin and yellow corn. 

2. Oranges, tomatoes or. grape- 
fruit. The sub-group, composed of 
foods that are less important 
sources of vitamin C, should also 
be drawn upon to supplement this 
intake. The sub-group includes 
raw cabbage or salad greens or 
green peppers. 

3. Potatoes and other vegetables 
and fruits. 

4, Milk and milk products such 
as cheese. You may not always be 
able to get your pint of milk a day, 
or the full quart for each child, 
but you can use some of the red 
ration stamps for yellow cheese 
and make. use of the unrationed 
cheeses.

5. Fish, meat, poultry or eggs. 
The sub-group for protein is com- 
prised of dried beans, peas, nuts 
and: peanuts. It is always pos 
sible to get one protein food from 
either the main or sub-group. 


6. Whole grain bread, flour and 
icereal, or the enriched kind. (You 
cannot do better, however, than to 
buy the whole grain varieties. )

It is not enough to carry out this 
seven-point plan in part. You must 
ihave one food from each group to 
balance the day’s menus. You can’t 
|use more foods from one group 
and skip some other group. But- 
ter does not take the place of 
whole grains and _ grains cannot 
substitute for foods in the protein 
group. 

| With food scare and prices high, 
‘you might think it inevitable that 
‘the nutrition level would be lower- 
‘ed. Every home maker must do 
everything in-her power to avoid 
this, There is always more than 
one source of a nutrition essential. 
By making the substitutions from 
the groups which provide the same 
nutrients, you can keep the family 
menus adequate.

Edsel. kK ord 
Dies: Father 
Bears Up Well 


By DAVID J. WILKIE. 
DETROIT, May 26.—(4)—Edsel 
Bryan Ford died today, leaving 
the gigantic Ford Motor Company 
to carry on temporarily without 


its president, treasurer and nomi- 
nal general manager. 

Death came to the 49-year-old 
son of Henry Ford at his home 
in suburban Grosse Pointe Shores 
at 1:30 a. m., and was attributed 
in a family announcement to a 
recurrence of a stomach malady 
aggravated by undulant fever. 

Funeral services will be held at 
2:30 p. m. Friday in Christ Church 
chapel, Grosse Pointe. Burial will 
be private. 

The younger Ford's ailment 
dated back more than a year and 
a half. He underwent an opera- 
tion for stomach ulcers in January, 
1942. It was a recurrence of this 
malady that took the widely popu- 
lar president of the Ford Company 
to Florida for a rest and recupera- 
tion 10 weeks ago. 

He failed to regain his strength 
and discovered then that he had 
contracted undulant fever. He re- 
turned home, where his condition 
became critical last Saturday. 

To inherit the Edsel Ford in- 
terests are his widow, the for- 
mer Eleanor Lowthian Clay, to 
whom he was married in 1916; 
three sons, Henry, Benson and Wil- 
liam, and one daughter, Josephine. 
The three sons are serving in the 
armed services, Henry as a lieu- 
tenant (j. g.) in the Navy: Ben- 
son in the Army Air Corps and 
William as a naval air cadet.
